M ayor 
Flentie 
of 
Arlington 
H eights announced to the village 
board Monday night that he expects 
definite approval o f municipal pro­ 
jects totaling $54,000. The set-ups 
have already been tentatively ap­ 
proved and there is every reason I 
that the m unicipality will share to 
that exten t in the four and a half 
billion dollars that will be expend­ 
ed in this country under the work 
relief program of the governm ent. 
Under the new plan, the govern­ 
ment not alone pays for the labor J 
but also for the greater part of the 
m aterials, leaving only a 
minor 
amount to be paid out in actual 
cash by the village. 
Mr. Flentie told the board that if 
other taxing bodies would co-oper- J 
ate and set up projects 
of their 
own, there is no doubt that many 
thousand dollars of additional pro­ 
jects could be secured. “Included 
in them could be a swim m ing pool,'’ 
continued Mr. Flentie. 
The governm ent machinery for 
the expenditure o f this money and 
selection o f projects 
is grinding- 
fa st and all projects m ust ba pre­ 
st nted this week.

modern convenience, 
even to electric fans to keep them 
cool during warm weather. The 
milk cooling and aerating is done 
by cool water and fresh deep well 
water is constantly at hand through 
the efforts o f an electric pump.
